Sen. Bankhead Plans Cotton 
Quantity Control By Law 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 2.—Sena- 
tor John H, Bankhead Saturday 
conferred with Department of Ag- 
riculture officials regarding the 
bill he will introduce in January 
to amend the agricultural adjust- 
ment act so as to provide for con 
trol of cotton production by quan- 
tity rather than by acreage. 

The Alabama Senator, who was 
floor manager for the administra- 
tion when the farm relief bill was 
before the Senate last Spring, be- 
lieves that production control 
would be better if fixed on a bale 
yather than an acreage basis, ow- 
ing to wide fluctuations in yield 
between different seasons, He pro- 
posed a measure of this nature last 
year, but was outvoted in the com- 
mittee. With the experience of last 
Summer's cotton reduction cam- 
paign, he believes the quantity- 
control proposal now will gain 
strong support. 

Senator Bankhead conferred on 
the subject with Secretary Wallace, 
Assistant Seeretary Tugwell, and 
Finance Director Oscar Johnston, 
of the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration. 

“T cannot see a great deal of 
hope for fair cotton prices through 
attempts at production control,’ 
Bankhead told newspapermen, “but 
if the number of bales going on 
the market js limited there will be 
assurance of higher prices.” 

The Senator's bill will propose 
that gins be licensed to make the 
farm ginning allotments effective. 

Bankhead expressed satisfaction 
over the effect he said the plowup 
“ampaign in the South had in vrais 
ing cotton prices above last year’s 
levels. He said farmers in the 
South now were in a much better 
condition than for several years,

One railroad company reports 
that in a single year 500 of its 
crossing gates lowered to protect 
the public were run into and 
smashed by motorists. Another 
company checked the performance 
of 8,589 drivers while crossing its 
tracks. By actual observation; it 
was found that of this number 
2,907 failed to look either to the 
right or left before crossing; 602 
looked in one direction only, while 
80 drivers looked both ways, 

With such evidence of reckless- 
ness on the part of motorists be- 
fore us, it is not difficult to under- 
stand why some 30,000 persons are 
killed and 800,000 injured in au- 
tomobile accidents every year. 


PLIGHT OF THE AGED 

While not a pleasant subject té

Keeping up with one’s neighbors in 
a false display of prosperity is one 
fruitful source of old age poverty, 
and there are many others, Much 
of the misery which usually ac- 
companies old age might be avoid- 
ed by looking ahead before it is 
too late. 


LIGHT AND HEALTH 

Electric lamps of the future will 
be health-giving as well ‘as light- 
giving, declares an enginéering 
publication. It is well known that 
quartz mercury lamps which radi- 
ate the beneficial ultra-violet rays 
have been used by physicians for 
some time. But these have requir- 
ed expert and careful handling, 

Now, it appears, lamps giving 
off these healthful rays have been 
developed for use in general light- 
ing, thus performing a double duty. 
In fact, such lamps are already } 
available, but so far their use has 
been restricted principally to home 
treatment of diseases in which sun- 
light or its equivalent is necessary. 

When the new lamps are acdopt- 
ed for general use, as it is believ- 
ed they eventually will be, it is ex- 
pected that they will be of immense 
benefit, especially to indooy work- 
ers who have little contact with 
the health-giving rays of natural 
sunlight,

To the Customers of 
Alabama Power Company: 


Since the depression began we have hoped 
each month that the succeeding month would 
show an improvement in business that would 
indicate the end of the business stagnation. Our 
hopes have not been realized. In fact, sales of 
electricity dropped from 1,433,722,000 kilowatt 
hours in 1929 to 1,164,508,000 kilowatt-hours 
in 1932, a decrease of 269,214,000 kilowatt- 
hours or 18.8 per cent. This is in spite of an 


increase of power plant capacity resulting from’ 


the completion of projects under construction in 
1929, 


This continued falling off of business means 
that we are compelled to operate our plants and 
transmission systems far below normal capacity. 
This is more serious than the figures indicate. 
No matter how much our sales may fall during 
depression years we must maintain as always 
our power plants, transmission lines, substations, 
and distribution systems. Of course, when busi- 
ness and industry pick up, more electricity will 
be needed and we shall be ready. We expect to 
continue to construct power plants and lines 
reasonably in advance of actual requirements so 
that we can meet the needs of new customers 
and the increased requirements of old ones. 


For the first feur months of 1933 sales con- 
tinued to decline, but for the months of May, 
June, July and August they have shown in- 
creases over the corresponding months of 1932. 
September, however, shows a sharp recession, 
and is slightly under the same month of 1982.

How 
about checking up on yourself to 
see whether or not you are fair in 
your polities? You may decide 
for yourself whether or not you 
ave a political liar.
